Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
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the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Pill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


_ 103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


_ (2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 10% inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.

trary in Part I of the Municipal Act or 
in any other Act or regulation, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council may, if he 
considers it to be in the public interest, 
dissolve the City of Kamloops, the Dis- 
trict of Brocklehurst, the District of Duf- 
ferin, and the Town of Valleyview and, by 
Letters Patent, reincorporate the residents 
of the area comprising the land within 
those municipalities and such other land 
not within those municipalities as he con- 
siders proper into one municipality, and 
in Letters Patent, or by Order, may dis- 
solve any improvement district that is 
wholly or partly within such new munici- 
pality and may transfer any or all of the 
assets, rights, claims, obligations, and 
liabilities of an existing municipality, re- 
gional district, or improvement district to 
the new municipality: 

And whereas notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary in Part I of the Municipal 
Act, or in any other Act or regulation, or 
in the Letters Patent of an existing mu- 
nicipality or improvement district, the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, in 
the Letters Patent or supplementary Let- 
ters Patent, exempt the new municipality 
or any part thereof from any provision of 
any other Act or regulation and exempt 
the owners and residents of the new mu- 
nicipality or any part thereof from any 
provision of any other Act or regulation, 
and provide for the periods of time during 
which any exemption hereinbefore re- 
ferred to is effective and include any pro- 
visions that the Lieutenant-Governor in 
in Council considers necessary or desir- 
able and that are required to carry out the 
intent and purpose of the said section 229 
of the Municipalities Enabling and Vali- 
dating Act and the incorporation of the 
new municipality: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that on. from, 
and after the lst day of May 1973, the 
City of Kamloops, the District of Brockle- 
hurst, the District of Dufferin, the Town 
of Valleyview, the B.C. Fruitlands Irri- 
gation District, and the Westsyde Fire 
Protection District be dissolved and the 
Letters Patent thereof be revoked: 

And that on, from, and after the date 
hereinbefore mentioned the residents of 
the area hereinafter described shall be in-

8. Each member of the first elected 
Council shall hold office on and from 
the date of the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon of the first 
Monday after the Ist day of January 
1975, or until his successor is sworn into 
office. 

9. At the regular annual election to be 
held in the year 1974, and biannually 
thereafter, provision shall be made for 
the election of a Mayor and 12 Aldermen 
by the electors of the muncipality at large 
in the manner set forth in paragraph 7 
hereof, each to serve for a term of two 
years, unless the first elected Council in 
the meantime modifies pursuant to the 
Muncipal Act the mode of election of the 
members of the Council in 1974 and 
thereafter. 

10. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
prepare a list of electors for the first elec- 
tion. Notwithstanding any provision of 
section 36 of the Municipal Act, the in- 
terim Council shall at its first meeting 
appoint two of its members, who with the 
Mayor, shall form a Court of Revision, 
which Court of Revision shall sit on the 
22nd day of May 1973, and shall con- 
tinue to sit if requisite from day to day 
and from time to time. The Court of 
Revision in addition to its duties under 
section 36 of the Municipal Act, shall add 
to the list of electors the names of those 
persons who satisfy it that they are Ca- 
nadian citizens or other British subjects 
of the full age of 19 years, and are an 
Owner, a resident, or a tenant in occupa- 
tion of real property within the munici- 
pality. 

11. Subject to sections 43 and 46a of 
the Municipal Act the persons qualified 
to vote at the first election are those per- 
sons whose names appear on the list of 
electors referred to in paragraph 10 
hereof. 

12. Subject to paragraph 7 hereof any 
elector other than a corporation, whose 
name appears on the list of electors is 
qualified to be nominated, elected, and to 
hold office pursuant to the first election. 

13. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be the Returning Officer at the first elec- 
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tion, provided however that the interim 
Council may appoint some other person 
in his stead. : 

14. The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are re- 
quired to preside at the respective polling 
places, or delegate to the Returning Offi- 
cer the power to appoint such Deputy Re- 
turning Officers and otherwise arrange for 
the holding of the first election. 

15. Nominations for the first election 
shall be held in the City Hall, Kamloops, 
on the 4th day of June 1973, from 10 
o'clock in the forenoon to 12 o'clock 
noon. 

16. At the first election, the polling 
(if any) shall be held at a place or places 
to be determined by the interim Council 
from 8 o'clock in the forenoon to 8 
o’clock in the afternoon but an advanced 
poll may be provided for by resolution 
adopted by the interim Council. 

17. Notwithstanding any provision of 
the Municipal Act, the tax structure of 
the municipality shall take into considera- 
tion the extent or level of services being 
provided to different areas within the 
municipality and the municipality in each 
year may be divided into two or more tax- 
ation areas by by-law adopted prior to the 
adoption of the annual budget by-law and 
the said areas shall respectively be de- 
scribed by metes and bounds description, 
classification, or by map or plan and the 
said by-law for the years 1973 to 1977, 
inclusive, shall be desposited with the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, and for 
such further period of time as may be 
determined by the Minister. 

18. The annual budget by-law, the 
annual capital expenditure programme 
by-law and the annual rates by-law of 
the municipality for the years 1973 to 
1977, inclusive, and for such further 
period of time as may be determined by 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs, shall 
before adoption be approved by the In- 
spector of Municipalities who may for 
the year 1973 only in the process of ap- 
proval vary the date of adoption thereof 
as set forth respectively in sections 198, 
199a, and 206 of the Municipal Act, and 
the said rates by-law shall provide for 
taxation in accordance with the provi- 
sions of paragraph 17 hereof. 

19. (1) Subject to subparagraph (2) 
and notwithstanding any provision of the 
Municipal Act, all land classified as farm 
and improvements thereon shall be as- 
sessed and taxed by the municipality as if 
such land was not within the boundaries 
of the municipality and the provisions in 
the Taxation Act respecting farm land 
classification, assessment, exemptions, 
and rate of taxation apply.

(3) The provisions of this paragraph 
apply mutatis mutandis to all land classi- 
fied as farm within the former munici- 
palities. 

20. (1) The municipality is exempt 
from the obligations of Part XX of the 
Municipal Act for a period of three years 
on and from the date of incorporation 
for that part of the municipality which 
was not contained within the former City 
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of Kamloops, the District of Brocklehurst 
and the District of Dufferin, provided 
that the municipality is not exempt from 
the provisions of sections 650 and 651 of 
the Municipal Act with respect to that 
part of the municipality within the former 
Town of Valleyview. 

(2) For the period ensuing that re- 
ferred to in subparagraph (1) hereof the 
municipality is exempt from the provi- 
sions of Part XX of the Municipal Act 
for that part of the municipality other 
than that designated an urban area for 
the administration of justice by the Mini- 
ster of Municipal Affairs. 

(3) The urban area or areas as desig- 
nated by the Minister from time to time 
shall be shown on maps or plans, a copy 
of which shall be deposited with the 
municipality. 

(4) The Council may in any year 
prior to the adoption of the annual bud- 
get by-law appeal to the Minister the 
designation of any area as an urban area 
and such designation may be altered upon 
the production of evidence to the satis- 
faction of the Minister that such area 
should not be so designated. 

21. (1) The responsibility of the Prov- 
ince for the construction and mainte- 
nance of highways and associated ser- 
vices as performed by the Department 
of Highways, shall continue for a period 
of three years on and from the date of 
incorporation for that part of the muni- 
cipality which was not contained within 
the former City of Kamloops, the District 
of Brocklehurst, the District of Dufferin, 
and the Town of Valleyview, as if the 
said area had remained under Provincial 
jurisdiction. 

(2) For the period ensuing that re- 
ferred to in subparagraph (1) hereof the 
Province shall continue to be responsible 
for the construction and maintenance of 
highways and for associated services as 
performed by the Department of High- 
ways, for that part of the municipality 
other than that designated an urban area 
for highway purposes by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs. 

(3) The urban area or areas as desig- 
nated by the Minister from time to time 
shall be shown on maps or plans, a copy 
of which shall be deposited with the 
municipality. 

(4) The Council may in any year 
prior to the adoption of the annual bud- 
get by-law appeal to the Minister the 
designation of any area as an urban area 
and such designation may be altered upon 
the production of evidence to the satis- 
faction of the Minister that such area 
should not be so designated. 

22. (1) The provisions of Division (2) 
of Part XVI of the Municipal Act apply 
to the municipality. 

(2) Notwithstanding subparagraph (1) 
hereof the water and sewer service areas 
of the former City of Kamloops, the Dis- 
trict of Dufferin, the Town of Valley- 
view, and the B.C, Fruitlands Irrigation 
District, collectively are hereby declared 
to be specified service areas, and shall be 
so established by by-law, for the follow- 
ing works and services: 

Firstly—sewage collection, treatment, 

and disposal; and 

Secondly—water supply and distribu- 

tion; and the provisions of Division 
(2) of Part XVI of the Municipal Act 


apply. 

23. Any proposed by-law having appli- 
cation to or effect within the municipal- 
ity, the passage of which has been initi- 
ated by the Council of the former City 
of Kamloops or of the District of Brockle- 
hurst, or of the District of Dufferin, or 
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of the Town of Valleyview, the Board of 
Trustees of the B.C. Fruitlands Irrigation 
District, or of the Westsyde Fire Protec- 
tion District, or the Regional Board of 
the Thompson-Nicola Regional District, 
may be adopted by the Council of the 
municipality, subject to the provisions of 
the Municipal Act and these Letters 
Patent, and shall upon adoption, be a 
by-law of the municipality. 

24. All property both real and per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, collective agreement, covenant, or 
otherwise whatsoever, and all taxes, 
debts, actions, causes of action, and all 
claims and demands whatsoever either at 
law or in equity appertaining to the for- 
mer City of Kamloops, the District of 
Brocklehurst, the District of Dufferin, the 
Town of Valleyview, the B.C. Fruitlands 
Irrigation District, and the Westsyde Fire 
Protection District, on and from the 1st 
day of May 1973, vest in and belong to 
the municipality. 

25. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of the former City of Kamloops, 
the District of Brocklehurst, the District 
of Dufferin, the Town of Valleyview, 
the B.C. Fruitlands Irrigation District, 
and the Westsyde Fire Protection Dis- 
trict, as incorporated under former Let- 
ters Patent, and the municipality shall be 
liable for and subject to and shall pay, 
discharge, and carry out and perform all 
the debts, liabilities, obligations, and con- 
tracts of the former City of Kamloops, 
the District of Brocklehurst, the District 
of Dufferin, the Town of Valleyview, the 
B.C. Fruitlands Irrigation District, and 
the Westsyde Fire Protection District, 
which were existing immediately before 
the Ist day of May 1973. 

26. (1) Subject to these Letters Patent 
all by-laws, regulations, rights, resolu- 
tions and licences of whatsoever kind and 
description passed, made, enacted, granted 
or issued by the former City of Kamloops, 
the District of Brocklehurst, the District 
of Dufferin, and the Town of Valleyview 
shall remain in full force and effect in and 
for only that part of the municipality 
under the jurisdiction of the said former 
municipalities until such time as they or 
any of them may be repealed or amended 
by the Council of the municipality. 


(2) Subject to these Letters Patent all 
by-laws, regulations, rights, resolutions 
and licences of whatsoever kind and des- 
cription passed, made, enacted, granted, 
or issued by the former B.C. Fruitlands 
Irrigation District and the former West- 
syde Fire Protection District shall remain 
in full force and effect in and for only 
that part of the municipality under the 
jurisdiction of the said former improve- 
ment districts until such time as they or 
any of them may be repealed or amended 
by the Council of the municipality. 


(3) Subject to these Letters Patent the 
provisions of any land use, zoning, sub- 
division, or building regulation by-law of 
the Thompson-Nicola Regional District 
shall remain in force and effect as if they 
were a by-law adopted by the Council of 
the municipality until amended or re- 
pealed provided however that such by-law 
shall remain in full force and effect in 
and for only that part of the municipality 
which was not within the former munici- 
palities. 

27. All motor-vehicles and trailers reg- 
istered under the Motor-vehicle Act or the 
Department of Commercial Transport 
Act in the name of the former City of 
Kamloops, the District of Brocklehurst, 
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the District of Dufferin, the Town of 
Valleyview, the B.C. Fruitlands Irrigation 
District, and the Westsyde Fire Protection 
District, are deemed to be transferred to 
the ownership of the municipality and 
the records of the Motor-vehicle Branch 
shall be amended accordingly. 

28. (1) The Provincial Assessor of the 
Kamloops Assessment District of the 
Province shall be deemed to be the Dep- 
uty Assessor of the municipality for such 
time as the Surveyor of Taxes of the 
Province deems to be expedient. 

(2) The real property assessment rolls 
of the former municipalities, together with 
the Provincial real property roll relating 
to that part of the municipality not con- 
tained within the former municipalities, 
as confirmed by the Court of Revision 
shall form the 1973 real property assess- 
ment roll of the municipality. 

29. (1) The municipality shall be 
deemed to have been incorporated as and 
from the Ist day of January 1973, for 
the purpose of calculating all grants from 
the Province to which it is eligible. 

(2) The municipality shall receive 
from the Province a supplemental grant 
equal to one-half of the taxes levied in 
the year 1972 by the Province under the 
Taxation Act in that part of the munici- 
pality formerly under Provincial juris- 
diction. 

(3) The amount provided under sub- 
paragraph (2) may consist in whole or 
in part of taxes levied under any Act 
which are due the Crown in respect of 
the land and improvements thereon which 
has been included within the boundaries 
of the municipality. 

30. The ist day of May 1973, is hereby 
declared to be a public holiday within the 
municipality as if the Council had de- 
clared such holiday pursuant to section 
212 of the Municipal Act.

trict, or improvement district to the new 
municipality. 

And whereas notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary in Part | of the Municipal

to the aforesaid northeast corner of Frac- 
tional Section 33, Township 23, being the 
point of commencement and containiny 
by admeasurement 52,556.80 acres of 
land, more or less, and 3,588.80 acres of 
foreshore and land covered by water, 
more or less. 

3. The provisions of the Municipal Act 
shall, except where varied by Statute or 
the terms of these Letters Patent, apply 
to the municipality. 

4, The interim Council of the munici- 
pality shall consist of the incumbent mem- 
bers of the Council of the former City of 
Kelowna whose terms of office would not 
oiherwise have expired, together with the 
six incumbent Directors of the Regional 
Board of the Regional District of Central 
Okanagan who represent respectively 
Electoral Areas B, C, D, E, F, and I. The 
term of office of each member of the 
interim Council runs until his successor 
is elected and take office as hereinafter 
provided. The Mayor of the former City 
of Kelowna shall be the Mayor of the 
municipality until his successor takes 
office following the first election. 

5. (1) The first meeting of the interim 
Council shall be held on the first day of 
May 1973, at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
in the Council Chambers, City Hall, Ke- 
lowna, British Columbia. 

(2) A quorum of the interim Council 
is seven members, 

6. The election of members of the first 
elected Council of the municipality, which 
shall consist of a Mayor and 10 Aldermen, 
shall be conducted on Saturday, the 23rd 
day of June 1973, and except as otherwise 
provided herein the provisions of the 
Municipal Act apply. 

7. (1) For the election of the members 
of the first elected Council, provisions 
shall be made for: 
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(a) the election of a Mayor, by the 
electors of the municipality at 
large; 

the election, by the electors of the 
municipality at large of: 

(i) five Aldermen, each of 
whom shall be a resident of and 
shall be nominated by residents of 
the area comprising the former 
City of Kelowna and immediately 
adjacent areas, as determined by 
resolution of the interim Council; 
and 

(ii) two Aldermen, each of 
whom shall be a resident of and 
shall be nominated by residents of 
the area known as Rutland, as 
determined by resolution of the 
interim Council; and 

(iii) one Alderman, who shall 
be a resident of and shall be nomi- 
nated by residents of the northern 
area of the municipality, as deter- 
mined by resolution of the interim 
Council; and 

(iv) one Alderman, who shall 
be a resident of and shail be nomi- 
nated by residents of the area 
known as Okanagan Mission-Cedar 
Creek, as determined by resolution 
of the interim Council; and 

(v) one Alderman, who shall 
be a resident of and shall be nomi- 
nated by residents of the southern 
area of the municipality, not con- 
tained within the area referred to 
in Clause (iv), as determined by 
resolution of the interim Council. 

(2) A quorum of the first elected 
Council shall be six members. 

(3) The first meeting of the first elected 
Council shall be held on the third day of 
July 1973, at 7.30 o’clock in the afternoon 
in the Council Chambers, City Hall, 
Kelowna, British Columbia, or on such 
other date and time as fixed by the interim 
Council. 

8. Each member of the first elected 
Council shall hold office on and from the 
date of the first meeting of the first elected 
Council until noon of the first Monday 
after the first day of January 1975, or 
until his successor is sworn into office. 


9. At the regular annual election to be 
held in the year 1974, and biannually 
thereafter, provision shall be made for the 
election of a Mayor and 10 Aldermen by 
the electors of the municipality at large in 
the manner set forth in paragraph 7 
hereof, each to serve for a term of two 
years, unless the first elected Council in 
the meantime modifies pursuant to the 
Municipal Act the mode of election of the 
members of the Council in 1974, and 
thereafter. 


10. The Clerk of the municipality shal] 
prepare a list of electors for the first e!ec- 
tion. Notwithstanding any provision of 
section 36 of the Municipal Act, the in- 
terim Council shall at its first meeting 
appoint two of its members, who with the 
Mayor, shall form a Court of Revision, 
which Court of Revision shall sit on the 
22nd day of May 1973, and shall continue 
to sit if requisite from day to day and 
from time to time. The Court of Revision 
in addition to its duties under section 36 
of the Municipal Act, shall add to the list 
of electors the names of those persons 
who satisfy it that they are Canadian 
citizens or other British subjects of the 
full age of 19 years, and are an owner, a 
resident, or a tenant in occupation of real 
property within the municipality, 

11. Subject to sections 43 and 46a of 
the Municipal Act the persons qualified 
lo vote at the first election are those per- 
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sons whose names appear on the list of 
electors referred to in paragraph 10 
hereof. 

12. Subject to paragraph 7 hereof any 
elector other than a corporation, whose 
name appears on the list of electors is 
qualified to be nominated, elected, and to 
hold office pursuant to the first election. 

13. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be the Returning Officer at the first elec- 
tion, provided however that the interim 
Council may appoint some other person 
in his stead. 

14. The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing places, or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

15. Nominations for the first election 
shall be held in the City Hall, Kelowna, 
on the 4th day of June 1973, from 10 
o'clock in the forenoon to 12 o'clock 
noon. 

i6. At the first election, the polling (if 
any) shall be held at a place or places to 
be determined by the interim Council 
from 8 o’clock in the forenoon to 8 
o’clock in the afternoon but an advanced 
poll may be provided for by resolution 
adopted by the interim Council. 

17. (1) Notwithstanding any provision 
of the Municipal Act, the tax structure of 
the municipality shall take into considera- 
tion the extent or level of services being 
provided to different areas within the 
municipality and the municipality in each 
year may be divided into two or more 
taxation areas by by-law adopted prior to 
the adoption of the annual budget by-law, 
and the said areas shall respectively be 
described by metes and bounds descrip- 
tion, classification, or by map or plan and 
the said by-law for the years 1973 to 
1977, inclusive, shall be deposited with 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs, and for 
such further period of time as may be 
determined by the Minister. 


(2) The difference in the rate for gen- 
eral municipal purposes for the year 1973 
between the taxation area established pur- 
suant to subparagraph (1) hereof having 
the highest rate of taxation and that hav- 
ing the lowest rate shall be five mills, and 
the difference betweeen the said rates 
shall not exceed five mills in each of the 
years 1974 and 1975, and for such further 
period of time as may be determined by 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs. 

18. The annual budget by-law, the an- 
nual capital expenditure programme by- 
law, and the annual rates by-law of the 
municipality for the years 1973 to 1977, 
inclusive, and for such further period of 
time as may be determined by the Minis- 
ter of Municipal Affairs, shall before 
adoption be approved by the Inspector of 
Municipalities who may for the year 
1973 only in the process of approval vary 
the date of adoption thereof as set forth 
respectively in sections 198, 199A, and 206 
of the Municipal Act, and the said rates 
by-law shall provide for taxation in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of paragraph 
17 hereof. 

19. (1) Subject to subparagraph (2) 
and ciel io mange any provision of the 
Municipal Act, all land classified as farm 
and improvements thereon shall be as- 
sessed and taxed by the municipality as if 
such land was not within the ndaries 
of the municipality and the provisions of 
the Taxation Act respecting farm land 
classification, assessment, exemption, and 
rate of taxation apply. 

(2) In the event services which were 
not provided by the Province prior to 
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incorporation of the municipality are pro- 
vided or made available by the municipal- 
ity or the Central Okanagan Regional 
District in respect of the lands referred to 
in subparagraph (1) hereof, the taxation 
to support such services shall be levied 
and raised in each year by rate imposed 
upon the assessed value of improvements 
only as fixed for taxation under the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Act. 

(3) The provisions of this paragraph 
apply mutatis mutandis to all land classi- 
fied as farm within the former City of 
Kelowna. 

20. (1) The municipality is exempt 
from the obligations of Part XX of the 
Municipal Act for a period of three years 
on and from the date of incorporation for 
that part of the municipality which was 
not contained within the former City of 
Kelowna. 

(2) For the period ensuing that referred 
to in subparagraph (1) hereof the mu- 
nicipality is exempt from the provisions 
of Part XX of the Municipal Act for that 
part of the municipality other than that 
designated an urban area for the admin- 
istration of justice by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs. 

(3) The urban area or areas as desig- 
nated by the Minister from time to time 
shall be shown on maps or plans, a copy 
of which shall be deposited with the mu- 
nicipality. 

(4) The Council may in any year prior 
to the adopiion of the annual budget by- 
law appeal to the Minister the designation 
of any area as an urban area and such 
designation may be altered upon the pro- 
duction of evidence to the satisfaction of 
the Minister that such area should not 
be so designated. 

21. (1) The responsibility of the Prov- 
ince for the construction and maintenance 
of highways and associated services as 
performed by the Department of High- 
ways, shall continue for a period of three 
years on and from the date of incorpora- 
tion for that part of the municipality 
which was not contained within the 
former City of Kelowna as if the said 
area had remained under Provincial juris- 
diction. 

(2) For the period ensuing that re- 
ferred to in subparagraph (1) hereof the 
Province shail continue to be responsible 
for the construction and maintenance of 
highways and for associated services as 
performed by the Department of High- 
ways, for that part of the municipality 
other than that designated as urban area 
for highways purposes by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs. 

(3) The urban area or areas as desig- 
nated by the Minister from time to time 
shall be shown on maps or plans, a copy 
of which shall be deposited with the 
municipality. 

(4) The Council may in any year prior 
to the adoption of the annual budget by- 
law appeal to the Minister the designation 
of any area as an urban area and such 
designation may be altered upon the pro- 
duction of evidence to the satisfaction of 
the Minister that such area should not be 
so designated. 

22. (1) The provisions of Division (2) 
of Part XVI of the Municipal Act apply 
to the municipality. 

(2) Notwithstanding subparagraph (1) 
hereof the water and sewer service areas 
of the former City of Kelowna are hereby 
declared to be specified service areas, and 
shall be so established by by-law, for the 
following works and services: 

Firstly—sewage collection, treatment, 

and disposal; and 
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Secondly—water supply and distribu- 
tion; and the provisions of Division 
(2) of Part XVI of the Municipal 
Aci apply. 

23. Any proposed by-law having appli- 
cation to or effect within the municipality, 
the passage of which has been initiated 
by the Council of the former City of 
Kelowna, the Board of Trustees of the 
Rutland Fire Protection District, or the 
Regional Board of the Central Okanagan 
Regional District, may be adopted by the 
Council of the municipality, subject to the 
provisions of the Municipal Act and these 
Letters Patent, and shall upon adoption, 
be a by-law of the municipality. 

24. Subject to the provisions of para- 
graph 26 hereof the specified service areas 
of the Central Okanagan Regional District 
established pursuant to the following by- 
laws namely: 

“Electoral Area E Fire Protection Spe- 
cial Service Area Loan Authoriza- 
tion By-Law No. 1, 1968”, and the 

“Okanagan Mission Fire Protection 
Specified Area Establishment and 
Loan Authorization By-law No. 29, 
1970”, and the 

“Rutland Specified Area Establishment 
and Loan Authorization By-law No. 
495 197273 

are hereby deemed to be extinguished and 
the said by-laws repealed. 

25. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
the Municipal Act or the Water Act, 
any lands lying outside of the municipality 
which, prior to its incorporation, were 
contained within the former Rutland Fire 
Protection District or within any specified 
service area of the Central Okanagan Re- 
gional District referred to in paragraph 24 
hereof are deemed to be a specified service 
area of the regional district for the pur- 
pose or for the service delivered to such 
lands as if established by by-law of the 
regional district pursuant to the provisions 
of Division (2) of Part XVI of the Mu- 
nicipal Act and the said lands shall receive 
from the municipality the service previ- 
ously received from the Rutland Fire 
Protection District or the Central Okana- 
gan Regional District as the case may be, 
and shall be liable for the cost thereof. 

26. Ail property, both real and per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, collective agreement, covenant, or 
otherwise whatsoever, and ail taxes, debts, 
actions, causes of action, and all claims 
and demands whatsoever either at law or 
in equity appertaining to the former City 
of Kelowna, the Rutland Fire Protection 
District, and the Central Okanagan Re- 
gional District, in respect of the specified 
service areas referred to in paragraph 24 
hereof, on and from the Ist day of May 
1973, vest in and belong to the munici- 
pality. 

27. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of the former City of Kelowna or 
the Rutland Fire Protection District as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent. 
and the Central Okanagan Regional Dis- 
trict, in respect to its functions and ser- 
vices as referred to in paragraph 24 
hereof, and the municipality shall be liable 
for and subject to and shall pay, discharge, 
and carry out and perform all the debts. 
liabilities, obligations, and contracts of 
the former City of Kelowna, the Rutland 
Fire Protection District, and the Central 
Okanagan Regional District in respect to 
the aforesaid functions and _ services, 
which were existing immediately before 
the Ist day of May 1973. 


28. (1) Subject to these Letters Patent 
all by-laws, regulations, rights, resolutions, 
and licences of whatsoever kind and de- 
scription passed, made, enacted, granted, 
or issued by the former City of Kelowna 
shall remain in full force and effect in and 
for that part of the municipality under the 
jurisdiction of the former City of Kelowna 
until such time as they or any of them 
may be repealed or amended by the Coun- 
cil of the municipality. 

(2) Subject to these Letters Patent all 
by-laws, regulations, rights, resolutions, 
and licences of whatsoever kind and de- 
scription passed, made, enacted, granted, 
or issued by the former Rutland Fire Pro- 
tection District shall remain in full force 
and effect in and for that part of the 
municipality under the jurisdiction of the 
former Rutland Fire Protection District 
until such time as they or any of them 
may be repealed or amended by the Coun- 
cil of the municipality. 

(3) Subject to these Letters Patent the 
provisions of any land use, zoning, subdi- 
vision, building regulation, by-law, or by-
